To the overtures already 
made, England, who by common con­ 
sent is now* acting as the spokesman, 
has responded that only complete 
compliance with the original ultima­ 
tum 
will prevent serious reprisals. 
This ultimatum included: 
“ Dismissal of all Germans from 
the military and naval service. 
“ Withdrawal of all Turkish war­ 
ships from the Black sea; dismant­ 
ling the cruisers Goeben and Bres­ 
lau, and their internment until the 
end of the war. 
“Complete and public apology by 
the Turkish government 
for 
the 
hostile acts of its warships; prom­ 
ise of adequate indemnity, and as­ 
surances that violations of neutral­ 
ity heretofore complained of would 
not be repeated in the future.” 
Expect Refusal 
There is not the slightest belief 
here that Turkey will yield to this 
extent. 
Her 
apology, 
previously 
tendered and declined, 
represented 
the beliefs of the peace party in the 
Turkish cabinet 
and the Turkish 
ambassadors at Bordeaux and Lon­ 
don. 
The latter 
officials realize 
that the allies are determined, if 
the war finally ends with them vic­ 
tor. that there shall 
be no more 
Turkey in Europe. 
While the decisive war measures 
wait on the further diplomatic ex­ 
changes It is understood here 
that 
both Russia and England have 
al­ 
ready acted to carry the fighting di­ 
rectly to the Turks. 
The Anglo- 
French fleet is patrolling the Turk­ 
ish waters 
and 
will 
prevent 
the 
transport of troops. 
It 
will also 
probably shell the forts of the Dar­ 
danelles and certain exposed Turk­ 
ish positions. 
Meanwhile the Egyp­ 
tian army, which 
is 
on 
a 
war 
strength, has moved to 
head 
off 
threatened invasion. 
Russia 
has 
sent troops to Caucasia, where they 
will be able to check any attempt on 
the part of the 
Turks to 
stir up 
trouble among the Moslem popula­ 
tion there. 
Greece Ready to Strike 
Meanwhile there is much specula­ 
tion here as to the action of Italy 
and the Balkan states. It is under­ 
stood that Greece is ready to strike 
at Turkey but that she hopes to line 
up both Roumania and Bulgaria on 
her side. 
Up to the present time 
the Bulgarian government has in­ 
sisted that it will be compelled to 
remain neutral because 
of serious 
economic conditions resulting from 
the last war. 
This, however, easily 
can be remedied, inasmuch as both 
the allies and Germany can be de­ 
pended on to deal liberally with any 
nation coming to their assistance in 
the present time of stress. 
Should 
Bulgaria 
side against Russia seri­ 
ous internal troubles will result as 
already many Bulgarians are serv­ 
ing with the Russian army. 
Italy to Lead Balkans 
Italy seems to hold the key to the 
situation in her hands, 
lf she de­ 
cides to enter the war on the side 
of 
the -allies, 
and 
officials 
say 
that such decision already has been 
reached and that 
her participation 
will not be delayed more than a fort­ 
night at the most, most of the Bal­
